No. F. 15-74/ (A/Edn . — In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by Notification F. No. 5/4/65-GP dated 11th 
January 1965 of the Ministry of Home Affairs Govern- 
ment of India, the Lt. Governor, Pondicherry, hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of re- 
cruitment to Class II post of Lecturer in the Engineer- 
ing Sections in the Motilal Nehru Polytechnic, Pondi- 
cherry of the Education Department, Government of 
Pondicherry. 

1. Short Title . — These rules may be called Govern- 
ment of Pondicherry, Motilal Nehru Polytechnic (Class 
II Gazetted) Recruitment Rules, 1965. 

2. Application . — -These rules shall apply for recruit- 
ment to the post of Lecturer in the Engineering Sections 
in the Motilal Nehru Polytechnic as specified in column 
(1) of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of post, its classification and scale uj 
pay . — The number of the said post, its classification and 
the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns (2) to (4) of the said Schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, at; e limit and other qualifi- 
cations . — The method of recruitment to the said post, age 


limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto 
shall he as specified ip columns (5) to (13) of the said 
schedule. 

Provided that the qualifications may be relaxed at 
Commission's discretion in case of candidates otherwise 
well qualified. 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates be- 
longing to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the general orders of the Lt. Governor issued from time 
to time, 

5. Disqualifications. — (1) No person who has more 
than one wife living or who, having a spouse living, 
marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place, during the life time of such 
spouse, shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

(2) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of 
the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
marriage shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post. 

Provided that the Lt. Governor, may if satisfied that 
there arc special grounds for so ordering, exempt, any 
person from the operation of this rule.

1. Short title and commencement.— (1 ) This order 
may be called the Dadra and Nagar Haveli Village Pan- 
chayats (Removal of Difficulties j Order No. 1. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Existing electors to be deemed to constitute Gram 
Sabha until the preparation of the Electoral Roll. — Until 
the electoral rolls for any village, notified by the Admi- 
nistrator under Section 3 of the Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Village Panchayats Regulation, 1965, is prepared in 
accordance with the provisions of Sub-section (2) of Sec- 
tion 14 whereof, all persons who on the 2nd October 
1965 are entitled to be registered as electors in the elec- 
toral roll for that village under Sub-section (1) of that 
Section shall be deemed to constitute the Gram Sabha 
for that village under Section 4 of the Regulation.

No. ADM/ LAW/ 175 ( 132) — Tn exercise of the powers 
conferred by Rule 1 25 of the Defence of India Rules. 
1962, the Collector, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, by virtue 
of authorities vested in him vide Administrator, Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli, Silvassa’s Notification dated 24th 
November 1964, is hereby pleased to make the following 
order, namely 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (1) This 
Order may be called the Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Cement (Export Control) Order, 1965. 

(2) It extends to whole of the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli (hereinafter referred to as the 
territory).

(3) Jt shall come into force immediately. 

2. Definitions. — -lu this order unless the context other- 
wise requires : — 

(a) “Cement” means any variety of cement manu- 
lactured in or imported into India and includes 
rapid hardening cement, but does not include 
water-proof cement and white and coloured 
cement (other than grey Portland cement) or 
any other variety of cement which Collector 
may, by notification in official Gazette specify 
as not being cement for the purpose of this 
Order. 

(b) “Export” means to take or Cause to be taken 
by any means whatsoever, from any place of 
the Union Territory to any place outside the 
Territory. 

(c) “Collector” means the Collector of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli, 

(d) “Union Territory” means Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

3. Ran on export of cement, — No person shall export 
or attempt to export or abet the export of any cement 
except under and in accordance with a permit issued by 
the Purchase and Supply Officer or by any other officer 
authorised by the Collector in this behalf. 

Provided that nothing contained herein shall apply to 
the export of cement. 

1 1 ) On Government account, or 

(2) Under and in accordance with Military credit 
notes. 

4. Powers of entry/ search/ seizure etc .— Any Police 
Officer not below the rank of a Head Constable or any 
officer of Administration not below the rank of Avalkar- 
kun or any other person authorised in this behalf by the 
Collector, may with a view to Securing Compliance with 
this Order or to satisfying himself that this Order has 
been complied with : — 

( a) Slop and search or authorise any person to stop 
and search any person or any boat, motor or 
other vehicle or any receptacle used or intend- 
ed to be used for the export of cement; 

(b) Enter and search or authorise any person to 
enter and search any places; 

(c) Seize or authorise the seizure of any cement in 
respect of which he suspects that any provi- 
sion of this Order has been, is being or is about 
to be contravened, alongwith the packages, 
coverings, or receptacles in which such Cement 
is found, or the animals, vehicles, vessels, boats 
or other conveyances used in carrying such 
cement. 

(2) The provisions of Sections 102 and 103 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure 1898 (V of 1898), relating 
to search and seizures shall, so far as may be apply to 
searches and seizure under this clause.
